Chriſt And how can we at Maſs behold 
'Chriſt immo lated, as truly as he was upon 
Mount Calvary , '& his Precious Blood

To reap the full profit of this Divine Sa-

ing impoſſible for them not to obtain 


what they firmly conſide they shall, ha- 


ving his promiſe for it. | 1 

Io ftrengthen our confidence he aſſu- 
mes the ſweeteſt names and anſwers them 
with real effects; as Friend, Advocate, 
Phyſician, Paſtor, Brother, Father, Spouſe; 


and in divers places of Holy Scripture he 


tells us , that he nas continual care of us 


and that he carrys us, and will for ever 


carry us in his boſome , in his heart, and 
in his bowels : and tho a mother should 
ſorget the Child of her womb , yet he 
neyer would forget us, for we are writ- 
ten in his hands that he may always have 
us in view. Nay he aſſures us that he 
loues us as his Father loues him; and 
that he will have us be where he is, 
that is, reſt with him in the boſome 
of his Father for all Eternity. 

If we have offended him, he pro- 
miſſes that if we return to him with re- 
pentance reſolving to amend, and put 
our truſt in his goodneſs, that he will 


receive us, and forget our offences. * ;

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All this and all he has ſuffered for us 
shall we harbour any doubt? thoſe that 
hope not in you my God, know you 
fiot, for you will ſooner ceaſe to be God, 
than - ceaſe to be good and mercyful. 

God is not ſatisfied with only promiſ:

The matter of our judgment, will be 
all the good and evil we have done, 
which are ſeeds that will fructifie for eter- 
nity; either in eternal happyneſs or miſery, 
We shall be judged not only for what we 
have done, but for what we ought to 
have done and have not done, and for 
what we have occaſion d others to do; 
and for what we might have prevented, 
and through human reſpects did not, or 
have contributed to, by our ſilence, ne- 
gligence „ or ill example. 

The two Books by which we shall be 
judged, are the Goſpel , and our own con- 
ſcience : the firſt will shew us what we 
ought to haye done , and the other what 
we have done. What confuſion will it be 
to a ſoul to have all her committed 
evil, and omitted good expoſed , when 
it shall be ſaid, behold the man and his works! 
a compariſon shall be made with thoſe that 
have received far leſs from Almighty 
God, & have ſerved him far better. 

Conſider whilſt you have time, whether 
the good you have done can bear poiſe 
with the evil you have commiued. What

if ſo happy as to have done your duty,

hear them. 
Our Lord fays I will ſearch Jerufalem 
with Lamps. And if Jeruſalem , that is, the 
Saints, how much more Babylon, that is 
finners ! if the Juſt them ſelves will fear 
and tremble to appear before Almighty 
God, what will be the terrour of the 
wicked, knowing themſelves guilty of 
great crimes , when the leaſt deliberate ill 
thought will be punis d! they will even 
deſite the mountains to fall upon them to 
hide them from his ſight, but nothing shall

be able to do it; Tho they shall never ſeg 
the Beatifical viſion ; for that would make 
them happy which they are not to be for 
one moment , having render'd themſelves 
unworthy of it. If the devil would willingly 
ſuffer all the torments of hell to ſee the 
Face of God for a moment, what will be 
their rage and diſpair to think they might 
have enjoy d it, not a moment only, but 
for a whole eternity, and are depri ved of 
it through their own fault D 
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The witneſſes that will riſe againſt them 
will be their own conſcience, holy Scrip- 
ture, good Books, Sermons, and good 
Example. The devils will shew them the 
ſins they have committed with their cir- 
cumſtances. The good Angel will alledge 
his endeavours. And above all, their ha- 
ving render d the examples and doctrine ,

them. Beſides their fins of Commiſſion , 
thoſe of omiſſion will ſtand againſt them, 
having neglected the good they ought to 
have done, and omitted to make uſe of 
their gifts and talents , natural and fuper- 
natural ; as ſtrength , health , wealth and 
time, according to the Divine Will.
